Last winlt-r wiu-n liic 
demand for coal far exceeded the 8ni)i)l.v, tlip people of the connlry 
were pretty firmly of the opinion tliat the law of supply ami dc 
mand was very much iu force, notwitiistanding tiie cllorts of Mr. 
Garfield to ignore it. Recently, the truck growers of a Sonfherii 
community wired Food Administrator Hoover that 8110 carloads of 
cabbages were rotting iu the lidds tor want of a market and uskcd 
him for help. lie replied that tlio sui)ply exceeded the demand and 
he could suf,'!,'cst no remedy. The {growers of tliosc (•lll>il^•^cs arc 
doubtless ot the opinion that the law of supply aiul denmnd is still 
in force, notwithstanding the effort of some people to set it aside 
or ignore it. The law of supply a"d demand will break down at the 
same time the law of pravitati on does.

The Railroad Administration and 
Shipping IloardB arc now ntiemptinK 
to perfect working connccllonB be- 
tween the ports and the railroads with 
intent to have commerce more evenly 
distrlbutod among the ports. If that 
can be done tlien inncli of tlie exces- 
sive volnine of trade witli wliiili ilu' 
railroMils tlial carried trallic to and 
from the Northern ports have bei ii 
overburdened, would be reliever, be- 
cause no small part of this trafllc can.

This 
ihould be of almost Incalculable ad- 
vantage to the Government should the 
wan be continued another year or 

more, but It will also be of itu'sllmn- 
lib' iiuportanci' in uiaintaiiiinu aiul in- 
crea-iuf; our Inirimi trade when llie 
lime of peace eonies. One of the au- 
thorities who have been eonslderin^ 
this question recently said: 

"One of the big questions with 
wliicb Ibis commission is to deal in- 
volves llie best meibod of shortening 
land hauls, tberebv relieving some of 
the railroads and at tho same time In- 
creasing the volume of the traffic 
bnnled by others." 

There are now upon the South At- 
lantic and the unlf ports as i;o(id as 
any over which onr liaK lloais to 
wbicb trallic, provided railroad co-op- 
eration can be perfected, can be ceo- 
nomlrvlly and satisfactorily forward- 
ed. If this be done no small part of 
the ponsestlon at Kew York Harbor 
will be relieved. One of Ihi' reasons 
why there has been delay in Irans- 
poriini: supplies across the sea is to 
be found in the congested condition 
at Xow York. 

Ileforc the war ninch Ihi' sreater 
pan nf the imports of llie I niled 
Stall's and suhslantiaily oiii' half of 
the exjiorts were concentrated In the 
harbor of Xcw Vork, Many were the 
aitempts made to divert traffic to oth- 
er parts, but these were on the whole 
unsiK ■ essfui.

One of the biiesi and ceriainly one 
of the Kiealest of llii' achaievenienis 
of tho late Norman B. Iteam is now 
v isibly demonstrated at Charleston. It 
fiirnishes an object lesson whereby Ir 
laiiRht the value of utilising by a rail- 
road i^ood Southern port fttcllities. .Mr. 
lienni. with a few associates, planned 
and Ibeti conslriicled one of the best 
of .Mtmerica's railroads so far as 
science and eiinipnicnt are concern- 
ed, whereby the Clinchneld coal dis- 
trict was made available for Indnstry.
